Prof. A. Gillson 
Outlines Views 
On Gravitation 

Theories of Einstein an New- 
ton Also Described 



BOOK CRITICISED 



Eddington's Work is Brilliant 
But Hard to 
Understand 

In Kddlngton's book "The Nature 
of tho rhysU-al AVorld" the chapters 
dealing with "Gravitation" aro writ- 
ten so brilliantly and Ulustrlotisly 
that one comes to the conclusion that 
the theory of sravltatloit has a' great 
deal to do with dressmaklner. These 
wore tho terms In which Prof. A 11. 
S. Gillson, M.A.. of Iho department of 
Mathematics dc«cribed Eddlngton'a 
work In bin iccluro on "Gravltiitlon" 
at a meeting ot the rhilosophlcal 
Club la.st night. Conseauontly he 
thought it wise to adopt methods o{ 
his ov^-n In Illustrating his talk. 

Gravitation la a mysterious agent 
which was first brought to the foro 
by Newtcui.^i\ho tried to account for 
certain laws through tho theory/ot, 
gravitation, he oald. Gravitatlmllf 
force and acts according to th« law of 
inverse squares. 

Poiltlon Feraeatt 

Trot, Gillson said that two young: 
mi.<n, a Frenchman and an English- 
man, used tho law of grayltatlon in 
such an Intelligent manner that It 
enabled them to forecast the «xaçl 
position of a net\' planet at. a ghvai 
time. 

Xowton brought forward the Idea 
that in the laws of motion on a uni- 
form straight Une spac« and time are 
not an absolute entity, but depend on 
the motion of the observor. 

■\VIih the use of a group of formule^ 
and blackboard Illustrations tho 
speaker showed that four numbers 
are required to measure a thing hav- 
ing thr&e dimensions. 

Nawton'a Vitw 
'."'In dcaiitig" wilîî 'mtt«K^lt«'îiïà'"tK^ 
according to Newton, mass is the 
moving, forco divided by the acceler- 
ation and with drawings the professor 
descrlbtd how gravltallon fields may 
bo destroyed or created at our own 
pleasure. Fields of centrifugal force 
and gravitational force are Identical. 

One cannot distinguish between a 
gravitational field and un inertia 
field, oven with a beam of light. Tho 
speaker tald it was very difficult to 
exjircss lawa of nature so as to give 
everyone tho samo view of things, 
lie dwelt on this for some time, em- 
phasising the fact with diagrams and 
he showed that Ihe grea'..cr the In- 
tensity of gravitation tho more tho 
resulL obtained by dividing tlie cir- 
cunrifervnco by the radius will devi- 
ate. 

The complexities of four dimen- 
sion things and the comparative sim- 
plicity of two dimension things, such 
us Iho surface ot a sphere, were also 
described. 

In the relativity theory Binstein 
says that the curvature of four di- 
mension things la the same In every 
direction. / 
Radius ConsUnt 

Klnstein's law ot gravitation was 
described uiid lilualruttd liy drawlnga 
on the blackboard — tlio radius of cur- 
vature Is everywhere constant, othcr< 
wise there would be no length In 
which matter could measure ll»elf, 

At the eunclimiun of liis address 
I'rof. (Jillitiiii uuiii tlioi these theories 
iiuvo iiceii fully Icsled and have so 
fur been piKvud correct, A lively dis- 
cuttsloM followed.

PROF. McKERGOW 



Last Lecture of Series 
Four Given .Aeroplane 
Club 



of 



Professor Mckergow gave the last 
ot his series of tour aviation lectures 
when he spoke before a large audience 
last night in the Physics Building on 
The Aeroplane as a Power Plant. 

The subject was Illustrated with in- 
teresting graphs and slides, showing, 
among other things, the "Wright 
brother! cnida three cylinder, water- 
cooled engine — the first to leave the 
earth en 4 flying machine. I: was 
ot 3S horsa power and too weak to 
lift the plane oft the ground. The 
machine had to be catapulted Into the 
"air and then the dimlnuàtive, splutr 
terlng and vibrating engine woud per- 
haps sustain tha aeroplane in niglit. 
The Wright machine had two propel- 
lers and cumbersome radiators, 
which, as the lecturer remarked, 
would serve better as steam heaters. 
Swirling Mass 

Slides were also shown of the Wol- 
<oy. Kenauld, Gnome and other en- 
;.-ines. Of these the most Interesting 
Is the Gnome. Its unique feature was 
that it itself revolved with the propel- 
ler about a stationary ' crankshaft 
This whirlins m;i*3 of heavy metal 
transformed the aeroplane into a mod- 
ified "top"; and many queer effects 
wore manifested to tho pilot. Several 
war machines were equipped with this 
powo',' iil.uu. Inoludin.ç tho famous 
Sopwith C.uik!. There li a Gnome 
ensino on v.-ihiblt in the gas-engine 
lab ot the Knglnoerlng Building. 

Professor McKergow stated that the 
modern aeroplu,ne engine must be: 
Croo from vibration, equally efficient 
at v.uyins speeds, easy on the fuel 
iiiul oil consumption, reliable under 
all conditions, and low\!n cost U5 to 
20 dollars per horsepower). 

In mentioning tho effect of altitude 
on engine performance the lecturer 
stated that one gallon of gasoline 
burning completely used up 160 cubic 
(eel ot air. 

Remarkable Progress 

Professor then outlined the remark- 
.ible progress which ha.i been made 
ill the last few years In Ignition and 
carburotlon. 

The audience si.o«e.l '.he'..- iippreti- 
ation of Professor .McKeigrow s four 
talks by giving- him a prolonged hand- 
(.bipiiin.ç a» ho finished the lecture.

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OTHER MISSIONARIES 

IT was al ihe Detroit Convention of the Student VoJuntcer 
•Movement durinpr the Christmas vacation of 1927 that Dr. 
3. ÎV. Mott voiced the opinion thst Ihe spread of Christian ideaLs 
did not of necessity come from the Christian church alone. Yos- 
tcrdaj' in his address at Strathcona Hall in his appeal for people 
*'^^jjnteer for missio^^^tork he again stressed this point, 
^:5i^de it clear that liïission Avork did not limit itself to cvan- 
iîc^ Chaînes. 

This is A-ery timely for there are those who turn aside from 
work in the liackw.nrd ."îreas as they fear Ihey cannot srivc tlio 
requii-ed mcsi^agc thai is needed in evangelism, and if they did, 
they would not have a free conscience about it. In the recent 
Hhbdes lecture at Oxford, Gcnonil Smuts, of South Africa, stated 
that after a hundred years of evangelism in Africa the effect 
upon the native has been Kegligiblc. The thing which has 
brought the native to an appreciation of a higher level of life 
has Hot been the spiritual but the physical. The medical mission- 
ary and the teacher missionary' have done more for the native 
than anything else that has come from the western, and presum- 
ably Christian world, excluding the contact with commercial and 
governmental affairs. 

The latter Avas the theme of Dr. Mott's appeal. All cannot 
ae evangelists for they are not gifted that way. Neither can 
, all be doctors and teachers. But no matter what course of life 
a person is to take they can in their life be Christian mission- 
•aries. He stressed more than ordinarily the position of the dip- 
lomat and the consul. With the ethic of the Christian doctrine 
■ activating all actions then the influence of the west would be 
■•.more like to the adjective which the east attaches to those na- 
tions. 

The question may be raised that there is ample to do in our 
country before setting out to other Jands to accomplish an ideal 
state. This is only too true, but the other lands are undoubtedly 
taking of the things of the west and so there is, the need for 
-them to take of the ideals of the west too. Directly or indirectly, 
any form of progress or uplift that has happened to the western 
world can be traced to the Christian ethic. If then the east is 
to take of the western ideas they should also have the opportun- 
ity to acquire that standard upon which they were built, or else 
the result will be top heavy, and like an idol with feet of clay, 
in the time of stress there will be disaster. 



FOR YOUR OWN GOOD 

WHILE at the university for health's sake get stirred up 
about something. We are assured by member.s of the 
medical fraternity that this stirring up is most beneficial for 
the liver of tlie individual involved and it is our conviction that 
it will be for the good of the university in general if such takes 
place with every student now at McGUl. 

Perhaps it was Carlyle who said "Do something," or some- 
hing to the same effect. We would proffer the advice to fix'st 
::hink something. Form opinions, take some side and if possible, 
express your convictions in talk and if allowable, by action. 

There ar(; enouijh i.sj5ues around the campus to get "het" up 
about something. If tiie issues presently do not seem to provoke 
some thought in your mind, "start something." If anywhere 
.ve expect to Abc in a university some indications tliut there is 
i conflict ot opinion. Conflict of opinion sharpens tlte wit. 'J'he 
wit sliarpejied is a ready instrument of defence or aggression in 
all walks of life. It may even, with the nvMl ainbiUou.s, provide 
one With a means of livelihood, .so for health's mkn and economic 
ixasojis get stirred up about ■soinclhiiig.
